LOUIS J. MacGREGOR 


Former Editor of Hyndman Bulletin 


, Died in Carlisle. 


After an illness of 10 weeks Louis 
J. MacGregor, formerly principal of 
the Hyndman schools and editor of 
the Hyndman Bulletin, died at his 
home in Carlisle Saturday morning, 
July 2, o¥ Leucaemia, aged* 50 years, 
five months and 15 days. 


Mr. MacGregor was born in West 
St. Clair Township, this county, on 
January 17 
1860. 
He passed 
through the common schools and at 
the age of 17 became the teacher of 
a rural school. His indomitable will 
and desire to advance soon placed 
him in the Mann's Choice schools as 
Principal. He gave up his profession 
to accept the editorship of the Hynd- 
man, Bulletin. Having served in this 
position for some time he returned 
to the profession of teaching as Vice 
Principal of the Hyndman schools, 
later becoming Principal.

A Personal Tribute 


"Some twenty years ago, without 
realizing what its fulfilment meant, 
the writer entered into a compact 
with one of his best and truest 
friends that the survivor of the two 
should write an obituary for the oth- 
er. Never was an agreement made in 
lighter mood nor fulfilled with heav- 
ier heart. 


"From the time that Louis J. Mac- 
Gregor left his father's farm and be- 
came known to the outside world, 
until the day that he answered the 
*call of the Master, there was no break 
in the continuity of a life that com- 
manded the respect and admiration 
of all who were associated with him. 
He was what the world calls a self- 
made man. That he developed those 
traits of character which endeared 
him to his friends was due to his own 
indomitable will and spirit of perse- 
verance, not to encouragement re- 
ceived from early environment. Many 
were the struggles in, his short life, 
but always cheerful, hopeful and mas- 
tertul in his management of affana, 
he fought them out, surmounting dii- 
ficulty alter difficulty.

Bulletin he became active in politics 
and in 1895 was a candidate at the 
Republican nomination for the State 
Legislature.

Gum and Sweet Juices on Ston

A request for information as to th 


wax-like 
gum which appears 
on 


peaches, and the assembling of ant 
at the ends of the twigs of cherr 
trees, was answered by Prof. H. A 
Surface, State Zoologist of Pennsyl 
vania, as follows- 


"The appearance of wax-like drops 


like gum on peaches, is caused by th 
Curculio, of which there are two spe 
cies 
However, they may be caused 


also, by anything that punctures th 
skin. Of course, the Curculio is th 
greatest offender. 
It is to be pie 


vented by spraying with one or twc 
pounds of arsenate of lead in hal 
strength Bordeaux mixture, the lat 
ter being made by using one and one 
half pounds of bluestone, and three 
pounds ot lime, in fifty gallons o 
water. 


"The ants, as a rule, do not injure 


cherry twigs. 
They are probably 


licking up the sweet juices which aie 
to be found there. Oftentimes, whei 
ants are seen going up and down 
trees, they are visiting insects, such 
as scale insects and plant lice, that 
are to be seen on leaf or bark. The 
ants themselves do not inflict the in- 
jury, but they indicate the presence 
of insects which are injurious. Thus 
the real culprits inauiing >our cherry 
trees are plant lice, which are found 
beneath the leaves, and which give 
out a sweet liquid called honey dew, 
upon which the ants feed 
It is this 


honey dew which is sticky and gum- 
mi a.nd 
the leaves 
To prevent 


it and pi event iniuij bv plant lic-\ 
\ou should spiay with one pound ot 
"\\hale Oil Sdip in lour or five gal- 
lons ot water belore the leaves cuil, 
and shortly after they come fiom the 
buds 
This is the propei time ot 


to apiuy. It is too late to spiay al- 
tei the leaves turl, us the Aplnds can- 
not then be readied "

cake crumbs, one and a half cupfuls 
of sugar, one teaspoonful of almond 
extract, half a cupful of chopped 
nuts, one teaspoonful of caramel 
grated rind of one lemon. 
Put the 


milk into a double boiler, and sugar 
and lemon rind and stir until hot 
When cool add almond extract, cara- 
mel and cream. 
Freeze until quite 


stiff, then add cake crumbs and nuts, 
Repack for one hour. 


Cherry Pie 


While sour cherries make far and 


away the best pie, the sweet cher- 
ries are not to be despised. They are 
usually pitted, though many people 
like the flavor imparted by the stones. 
This is, tnerefore, a matter of op- 
tion. A deep tin should be used for 
cherry pie, the deeper the better. 
When the under crust is spread on 
the plate, sprinkle lightly with flour 
or brush over with white of egg. This 
last the Germans always do in mak- 
ing truit pies. Pack full of the cher- 
ries sweetened to taste, dredge a lit- 
tle flour over tbe top, then put on the 
upper crust and seal.—Delineator.

•work of the Pennsylvania Branch of 
the "Shut-In Society are sorely needei 
if the work is to be continued to any 
extent. 
Invalids 
are the special 


charge of the society, which has over 
700 such members to look after. Ot 
this number many belong among the 
very poor, and their lives of confine- 
jnent 'are spent within the walls cl 
small, unsanitary houses, where the 
hot -weather brings exti-a discomforts. 
To such people the Shut-In Society 
manages to bring rehet in the sum- 
mer by affording outings to the coun- 
try or seashore. 


According to the need these out- 


ings are brief or extended over sever- 
al weeks. This year one of the cases 
to benefit by the outing fund is that 
of a woman, crippled and tortured by 
a rheumatic disease, who is to be 
sent to the seashore for two weeks 
This is the first time in eight years 
that she has left her room. 
From 


the" same section of the city a young 
woman who has been ill for four 
years and confined to her bed for 
much of that time, will also be sent 
to the shore for two weeks. 


Many Shut-ins are helped during 


the summer by the loan of a wheel- 
chair. By its use invalids who have 
not for years before been out of the 
house are wheeled daily by some 
members of their family to near-by 
open squares and parks. 
A wheel- 


chair costs $25, and a two weeks' out- 
ing from $10 to $12. Smaller sums 
will provide briefer periods for oth- 
ers.

Ants on Root of Asters 


A Philadelphia florist wrote to 


State Zoologist H. A. Surface, Har- 
risburg, requesting information as to 
what to do to get nd of red ants that 
he finds on the roots of his Asters. 
In describing the operations of the 
ants, he wrote: 
"They seem to at- 


tack the roots of the Asters by means 
of a white Aphis. 
The Aphis sucks 


the life out of the plant, and the ants 
live on the Aphis." 


Professor Surface answered this 


letter as tollows: 


"This Aphis or Root Louse gives 


foitu a sweet secretion"br excretion, 
called honey dew, upon which the 
ants feed. 
It the Plant Lice are 


killed, the ants will disappear from 
that place; or the ants' nest can be 
destroyed, using tobacco dust in 
abundance around the roots of the 
plants to be protected; or make a 
hole in the soil near the roots of the 
plants and put in a little carbon bisul- 
phide and close the hole. The carbon 
bisulphide fumes will kill the pests, 
while the tobacco dust will fertilize 
the plants and also repel the pests. 
Wood ashes will also repel them, as 
proven by us in personal experiments 
tor Aphids on roots of pear trees."

MISS AMOS WINS AGAIN 


Federal Court Decliaes.to Take Juris- 


diction in Damage Suit. 


Miss Jennie Amos won another vic- 
tory Wednesday in her long legal bat- 
tle to recover damages troni the Dela- 
ware River Ferry Company for per- 
sonal injuries. 
Judge McPherson, m 
the United States District Court, dis- 
missed the petition ot the corpora- 
tion for a limitation of its liability, 
.and also refused to take jurisdiction 
and have the case heard in the Ad- 
miralty Court. 


Miss Amos had her foot crushed 
while getting off a ferryboat and the 
accident has left her a helpless crip- 
ple. 
She sued the company in the 
Common Pleas Court and was award- 
ed $10,000 damages. A new trial was 
granted, and the second time she \\as 
awarded $8,000. This was confirm- 
ed by (he Supreme Court, and then 
counsel for the company made the at- 
tempt to have the Federal Court in- 
tervene, on the ground that it v>as a 
•case for the Admiralty Court. 


The court, in order to give the 
company the right to appeal to the 
United States Circuit Court ot Ap- 
peals, dismisses the 
entire 
case. 
Judge McPherson says that by speed- 
ily taking an appeal the mooted ques- 
tion as to whether or not the District 
•Court can limit the liability will be 
Anally settled. The attorney for the 
defendant company said an appeal 
will be taken immediately.

Crowd Before Board of Trade Rooms 


Hears Gazette Telegrams." 


As announced last week, The Ga- 
zette received telegrams by rounds 
oi the great pugilistic struggle be- 
tween Jelfries and Johnson as the 
fight progressed at Reno.

being thiee hours later than that of 
Reno it was about 6 o'clock when the 
first message was announced by meg- 
aphone from the 
window of the 


Board of Trade rooms to a consider- 
able crowd which had assembled on 
Juliana Street to receive the news. 
The telegrams tell the story and read 
as follows:

Bedford Gazette:—Weather fine in 
Reno. Jeffries accompanied by train- 
ers first to reach big arena; Johnson 
in new touring car followed soon af- 
ter. 
Statement by each just before 
going into final conference with train- 
ers was:

$25 at last moment; none cheaper, 
and rioting results. 
Reno, 2:15. 
The fight has not yet stai ted on ac- 


count of pictuie machines being in 
the road of spectators who threaten 
to tear them down.

Jeffries has just entered the iing. 
Gieat cheeiing. 
Fight delayed by unaccountable 
slowness ot Jeffries and agitation 
about increased prices. Johnson fin- 
ally agrees to 60 and 40 per cent, di- 
vision, but demands additional Sj>20,- 
UOO bonus. 
Reno, 2:35^ 
Johnson was first to entei the iing 
and took the southeast corner. Jef- 
fries took the northeast coiner, giv- 
ing Jeff lies position with sun at his 
back. Jeftiies woie blue ti units with 
Aineiican flag as belt. Reno, 2:48. 
The iing ordered cleared, the fight- 
ers mtioduced and at 2:46 the great 
fight started without a hand shake. 
First Round—Johnson landed a 


light blow to the face and Jeff coun- 
tered with a left hook to jaw. Round 
ended with honors even. 
Round 2—Johnson laughing at at- 
tempt ot Jeffries scores left to jaw. 
Jeffries does same, following a clinch 
Jeffries lands on Johnson's mouth 
drawing first blood.

Round 8—Jeff 
rushes; 
Johnson

countered with an uppercut which 
went several inches away from Jeff's 
head.
